CHURCH TAXATION. 
Epitor BULLETIN. 

Sm—I have read Mr. Dean’s letter ob- 
scuring the question of church taxation. 
‘*No case, then abuse your oppcnent’s 
attorney ” seems his maxim. 


The question is one of principle and 
right. Quibbling is not argument. Whether 
my arguments on this matter or Mr. Dean’s 
ipse dixit have the most weight your readers 
must judge. I will not beg the question. 
Such epithets as ‘‘fads,” ‘‘fog,” ‘‘fine 
frenzy,” ridicule,” ‘‘ sneering references,” 
‘‘ abnormal conscience,” etc. are mere dust 
thrown in the eyes of those who wish to see 
the merits of the question. 

In my letter I said that whether property 
was revenue producing or not ; whether it 
was intended to produce a revenue or not ; 
whether the owner had great or smail 
ability to pay ; was not regarded in muni- 
cipal taxation of other property tian 
churches. I said the churches ask tc be 
maade the sole exception. Mr. Dean agrees, 
and begs the question by saying, ‘‘ There is 
no town property that can be fairly classified 
with churches.” This is pure assumption. 
Let Mr. Dean study principles and show 
upon whet PRINCIPLE of taxation churches 
should claim the innovation of being ex- 
empt. I urged that only upon the principle 
that churches should receive a bonus could 
they claim exemption. Mr. Taylor, a lamb 
from Mr. Dean’s fold, applauds this principle 
and urges that ‘‘ financial assistance ” to the 
full extent of the town’s ability should be 
given these Christian institutions. Others 
more modestly ask for the gift of fire protec- 
tion, streets, etc., which with other persons 
are paid for by taxes. | 

Take another instance. A church build- 
ing is valuable, as it is centrally situated 
to reach the people. If the town were de- 
serted church property would be of little 
value. The council have spent money mak- 
ing the town attractive, and augmenting 
the value of church and other property. 
They now propose to spend $50,000 more in 
a railway bonus for the same object. The 
churches are benefitted but refuse te pay. 
They aim to increase their revenue so as to 
send a large part to heathen lands. Then 
they would be doubly eligible for taxation 
for spending their revenue elsewhere. 

I pointed out that exemption from tax- 
ation of the poor, the firemen, a mill or 
factcry, was in principle a gift or a reward, 
that is, a bonus. [asked my opponeuts to 
show one single instance where, under our 
present system of inunicipal taxation, ex- 
emption from, or remission of taxation, is 
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Sem1-Weeszy, 4 Pars. 


not in principle a bonus. Icannot. Mr. 
Dean wisely says he will not even try. 

Mr. Dean and i both agree that town 
supervision. direction, and control, should 
accompacy tewn grants. See Mr. Dean’s 
reeent sermon. 

“Christ paid tribute.” | Yes, more; 
Christ paid, and taught his followers to pay 
tribute. He paid not only the half shekel 
for tempie tax, but the civil tax to Caesar. 
How do I know this? Well, I believe 
Christ practised what he preached. The 
Romans did not exactly assess property. 
They taxed persons, industry and trade. 
We have advanced, but Christ’s recognition 
of the rigat of the civil power to collect 
civil taxes remains unchangeably true. 


Mr. Dean believes preachers should pay 
income tax if others with an income psy 
suchatax. Sodol. He believes that the 
preacher’s pecuniary rewerd for God’s ser- 
vice shou!d be taxed. fe believes that if 
the preacher couid support himself well on 
$800, he siould draw $825 in order to pay 
the town $25 income tax. The servant 
should be taxed, the building he labors in, 


exempt. For the apostle of church exemp- 
tion that is consistent logic with a 
vengeance. 


I am not pope, dictator, nor p° ‘rou of the 
Baptist charch here. I have only one ryote. 
The churck takes action according as the 
belief of the majority directs and its pov- 
ety permits. I will never appear before 
tlie council or pay taxes for it until appoint- 
el to do go. I -witl express my private 
views and use my private influence as I 
think most fit. 

I have had to rehearse my arguments to 
some extent. I hope that I have now put 
the truth in such shape that it can be 
easily assimilated. With yratitude to the 
assembly and coancil for their well-consider- 
ed action in this matter, I retire from the 
field to wait.

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BOARD OB, TRADE. 


The annual general meeting of the Ed- 
monton board of trade was held in the 
council chamber on Friday afternoon last, 
the president, J. A. McDougall in the chair. 
There was a good attendance. The report 
of the council was taken as read and ordered 
to be printed. The president then read the 
following addvess : 


To the Members of the Board of Trade. 


The past year i regret to say has not been 

one of general prosperity in our district for 
various reasons. A partial failare of crops, 
heayy losses caused by prairie fires and the 
very low prices offering for all kinds of 
farm produce are some of the causes re- 
sponsible for the present depression, and to 
these must also be added the fact that we 
in common with outside piaces have also 
been suffering from the effects of the gener- 
al hard times prevailing. We are passing 
through what may be called the experiment- 
a! stage of development, and among many 
there is a feeling of disappointment and dis- 
couragemeut. Before the advent of the rail- 
way we knew littie or nothing of hard times. 
There was a lecal demand for all that was 
raised and all kinds of produce found ready 
sale and commanded big prices. As a re- 
sult of this the fame of Edmonton district 
as being the choicest pertion of the whole 
Northwest Territories had gone abroad. 
The shrewc men at the head of the C. P. R. 
were the first to recognize the fact and take 
advantage f it by selecting millions of acres 
of our best |aads in place of lands elsewhere. 
After the completion of the Calgary and 
Edmonton railway settlers began to flock in 
ana as the country beceme settled up there 
was soon a surplus over and above what the 
local demand required of wkat had formerly 
been the most profitable crops, and as a con- 
sequence prices have gradually been drop- 
ping lower and lower as the surplus increas 
ed aad we had to ship to outside markets 
and compete with other districts having 
advantages over us in either railway rates 
or nearness to market. Until now prices of 
ats and barley in particular are so low 
that it has ceased t» be profitabie for the 
farmers to raise them. As for what that 
still conmands a fair price on account of the 
local and northern trade; and the fact that 
there was a fairly good crop of wheat raised 
igst year shou!d, and no doubt will, encour- 
age the farmers of this district to go more 
extensively into wheat raising than here- 
tofore. And instead of raising oats and 
barley for sale, raise them for feeding stock 
at home. There is a good demand and cash 
market for hogs and beef cattle as well as 
young cattle. Theestablishment of a pork 
packing house in our town this past year, 
prepared te pay cash for all that offers of a 
suitable kind, is a matter for congratulation, 
and will ne doubt prove a profitable invest- 
ment and help to solve to some extent the 
problem of how to make farming pay. It is 
a matter of gereral regret that the creamery 
company started here some two yearr ago, 
has not been successful, for if there is 
one thing that we excel in above ali ethers 
it is our abundant pasturage for cattle. 
The nutritious pea-vine ard other wild 
grasses which are to be found growing every- 
where on our rich black soi! on the uplands 
and lowlands, should make dairying one of 
our most profitable industries. And let me 
say, the country is aliright. The trouble 
is elsewhere. In ry opinion creameries as 
a rule will only be found profitable if run by 
private firms or individuals, and in place of 
the government bonusing them by lump 
sums, I would suggest a bonus of two or 
three cents per pound on the quantity 
mauufactured, or better still appoint one or 
more selling agents to whom butter and 
cheese could be shipped ard sold to the best 
advantage, as one of the greatest diffi- 
culties that small creaineries have to meet is 
the expense of selling and finding where to 
sell. Ur in the case of creameries that have 
proved a failure from various causes, let the 
government take hold of them, placing 
practical men in charge, and run them until 
they have been made a success in every way. 
Our natural markets for creamery products 
should be British Columbia. For the year 
ending June 30th, ‘94, British Columbia im- 
ported from the United States 568,685 
pounds of butter, on which a duty of 4c. a 
pound had to be paid, and 1,822,000 pounds 
from the provinces of Canada. She import- 
ed 390,000 pounds of cheese a large propor- 
tion of which was from the United States. 
We should be able to compete successfully 
for this trade if properly taken old of, and 
with the development of British Columbia’s 
great mining wealth which is now 
gcing ahead at « rapid rate her imports 
will increase largely year after year, as her 
population is not agricultural. 

While we hope to be able to doa large 
business and find a market fer a large} 
portion of our products in British Columbia 
we will have to meet keen competition. 
But this is not our only market, as the 
immense country to the north of us reach- 
ing to the Arctic Ocean, is yearly consum- 
ing more food supplies. It is only a few 
years ago -when flour was a luxury in the 
north,and was rationed out in pint pots with 
great care to the fortunate few and was be- 
yond the reach of the indians. Now, how- 
ever, thousands of bags of flour go north 
every year as well as immense quantities of 
bacon and other food supplies. The Indians 
now have more time to hunt furs and don’t 
have to spend half their time hunting for 
something to eat. The result is that the 
Indians of the north are mostly prosperous 
and well-to-do, and were never so well off 
as they now are. In this direction we have 
no railway rai2s to worry over, the advant- 
age is all in ovr favor and the north country 
is our hope for years to come. It is earnestly 
to be hoped that the government will do 
sormething this season towards surveying 
an locating the trail between here and the 
Athabasca Landing, as well as spending 
some money in cutting out and opening up 
a public road to the Athabasca river at the 
Landing, as at present there is none. And 
this is the gateway to the whole northern 
country. 

But while wa may to a certain extert 
have passed the experimentai stage and 
know what can be most profitably raised to 
make farming pay under present conditions,

still we need vever} — - attain that 
the 


state of prosperity whic country is 
capable of developing until such times as we 
have competition in railways. The building 
of the C. P. R. did much for Canada and to 
open upthe Northwest, although it only 
skirted the southern portion of the Ter- 
ritories. But much yet remains to be done 
to develop the central portion, the justly 
famous Saskatchewan valley, the greatest 
unbroken area of rich agricultural land in 
Canada, the home of thousands of pros- 
perous settlers yet to be, and that lack of 
railway facilities is now keeping back. 
Such a route does the British Pacific pro- 
pose to follow, passing through the Cariboo 
country, opening up and making possible 
the full development cf the rich gold and 
mica mines that are known to exist, and 
some of which ure already being worked 
profitably under almost insurmountable 
difficulties and enormous expense. Such a 
road would open up markets for us by the 
way and shorten our distance to the coast 
and connect us on the east with the 
Hudson’s Bay. Then our prospects will be 
assured, our position§will be second to none, 
and when sucha rosed is built as it surely 
will it will do more to develop the latent 
wealth of Canada than all that has yet been 
done. Our hopes for the future cextre on 
it, andit isto be hoped that the railway 
policy of the government for such a road as 
the British Pacific and the Hudson’s Bay 
will be a liberal one. 

Business in town during the past year 
has not been so satisfactory as could be de- 
aired owing to the financial stringency and 
low prices already referred to. There were 
some good buildings erected last year that 
are hotha credit and an ornament to the 
town ; The Roman Catholic hospital, the 
Public school, and the Episcopal church. 
Outside of these not so much building was 
done as in 1894, as there was more or less 
of a general feeiing of uncertainty regarding 
the future on account of the bridge question. 

The year opens with improved prospects 
and much encouragement and cause for con- 
gratulation. . Fifty thousand dollars are in 
the estimates for the bridge of sighs and 
The railway schemes of the 
town are full of promise and hope, and if 
all work together for good, as we have as- 
surances to think it will, our cause for un- 
certainty regarding the future of Edmonton 
will be removed and we will eventually, as 
our hopes are realized,enter upon a period of 
general prosperity shared by all. 

The report of the council is now before 
you showing the work done during the past 
year. Itis tobe regretted that more in- 
terest is not taken by the members, as there 
is much work ef importance to be done. 
Much good work has already been accom- 
plished, by directing the attention of the 
government, the C. P. R. Co. and others tc 
our district and its requirements. Our re- 
commendations have always niet with con- 
sideration and our requests havein many 
instances been acceded to and valuable con- 
cessions granted us, which have proven 
beneficial to the district at large. 

Before closing allow me to refer to the 
secretary to whom much of the credit is 
due, and for his untiring efforts to promote 
the dest interests of and further the objects 
for which the board was organized.

At the conclusion of the election of 
officers the chair was taken by Mr. Kirk- 
patrick, the newly elected president, and 
matters connected with the immigration 
convention to be held at Winnipeg were 
discussed. The meeting then adjourned.

J. I. Tarte, M. P., said te the Toronto 
young liberals at a banquet on Feb. 13th: 
‘* T find in the Ottawa Citizen that the gov- 
ernment are sure to lose twenty-five friends 
on this question, but are just as sure to get 
twenty-five liberals to make up their loss. 
If Messrs. Tupper, Bowell and Caron wait 
for the liberals to take them out of the 
hole, they will stay a great while in the 
hole.” (Laughter.) Mr. Tarte claimed for 
the liberal party that they had advocated a 
policy of conciliation, the offer of a commit- 
tee of the house to sit during the session in 
order to bring the two parties in Manitoba 
together and settle the matter. He thought it 
a fair one; he, as a French-Canadian, want- 
ed justice for his countrymen, but French- 
Canadians did not desire to create a worse 
grievance. If his offer had been accepted 
the question could have been settled in a 
month. The government wanted to go to 
the country on their present policy in order 
to be in a position tc appeal to racial pre- 
judices of Quebec. They would be disap- 
pointed in their expectations. The present 
coercion bill, Mr. Tarte complained, did 
not afford relief to the minority at all, as 
there were no financial means provided to 
give effect to the bill. The bill was con- 
ceived in iniquity, and if they stood to- 
en like men it would be defeated in the 

ouse. 


During the Cape Breton Campaign Sir 
Charles Tupper, at a meeting at Glace Bay, 
read a telegram from Rev, Isaac Murray, a 
Presbyterian divine of North Sydney, 
endorsing Sir Charles’ candidature. This 
has resulted in creating trouble between 
Murray and his corgregation. Now it 
developes that no such telegram was sent 
by Murray. The facts are, Father McPher- 
son of Little Bras-D’or, called on Murra 
and asked him to sign a paper endorsing 
Tupper and favoring a remedial school bill. 
Dr. Murray declined to sign the papers, but 
told McPherson if he saw Sir Charles he 
could tell him that he was a conservative 
and /yy all means to uphold the constitution, 


-or words to that effect, but he never sent a 


telegram.

BOARD OF TRADE BANQUET. 


The banquet of the board of irade on 
Friday evening at the Jasper House 
was undoubtedly one of the most im- 
portant held in Edmonton. The diners 
were not confined] to members of the 


beard of trade, but the gathering was 
thoroughly representative of all in- 
terests in the Edmonton district, as the 
icilowing list of those present will show. 
They were: J. A. MacDougall, G. R. 
F. Kirkpatrick, W. Short, C. F. Strang, 
Alf. Brown, J. Kelly, T. Bellamy, H. 
C. Taylor, K. A. MeLeod, J. R: Turn- 
ball, F. Oliver, M. L. A., I. Cowie, R. 
Secord, J. D. MeBride, S. Larue, T. 
W. Lines, W. T. Heary, T. Hourston, 
J.T. Blowey, G. J. Kinnaird, P.. Mohr, 
J. H. Gariepy, A.-G. Randall, H. B. 
hound, G. Parches, Si. Geo. Jellett, J. 
M. Lay, W. 8. Robertson, W. J. Walk- 
er, C. Gallagher, GE. Grogan, N. D. 
Beck, and 8S. Chivers Wilson, of Ed- 
monton ; F. Fraser Tims, M. L. A., and 
J. L Porte, Fort Saskatchewan ; D. 
Maloaey, M. L. A., and Geo. W. 
Gairdner, of St. Albert ; J. T. Maclaren, 
A. C. Rutherford, R. McKernan and 
W. Wilkie, of South Edmonton, and 
James Rielly, Calgary. 

J. A. McDougall, ihe retiring pre- 
sident of the board, occupied the chair, 
and the president elect, G. R. **. Kirk- 
paurick, was in the vice chair, The 
first toast submitted was “ The (ueen,” 
which was drunk with musical honors. 
“The Army and Navy,” was followed 
by a song, “ Rule Britannia,” by A. G. 
Randall. “Our Territorial government, 
present and future,” had coupled with 
it the names of Messrs. Oliver, 
Tims and Maloney, M. L. A.’s, and 
James Reilly, the father of previncial 
autonomy in Alberta. 

Mr. Oliver felt that himself and the 
other gentlemen mentioned could almost 
take the toast as a personal compliment. 
Probably no body in the country 
had less to dorwith directly helping the 
board than the Northwest legislative 
assembly. The board had most of its 
dealings with the higher authority at 
Ottawa. The authority of the legis- 
lative assembly could only deal with 
little matters like the school question, 
which although causing plenty of 
trouble, had very little pecuniary pro- 
fit in them for the trading community. 
Although the assembly did not help 
the board much directly and financially, 
indirectly muck help was given in the 
improvement of the roads. Withou: 
roads trade could not be carried on. 
The better the roads the better is trade, 
so in that respect the members of the 
asseinbly could claim some connection 
with the business of the board. And in 
the matter of roads he would like to 
ask the sympathy of the board. It was 
the business of members of the legis 
lative assembly to please everybody 
when nobody seemed desirous of being 
pleased. The M. L. A.’s in endeeavor- 
ing to please all with roads often found 
they were expected to start a road from 
one point and make it reach ten points 
at once. 


F. Fraser Tims had to thank them 
very much for the honor they had con- 
ferred on him. He was only an in- 
fant M. L. A. and as yet could not call 
himself a politician. He had not yet 
learnt all the wiles of the politician, but 
hoped he might in the distant future 
become acquainted with some of their 
wiles. There were about 31 members 
in the Northwest assembly for an area 
of about 302,050 square miles. Mani- 
tobs had 40 members for about 73,000 
square miles. He was sorry Alberta 
had not the voice it should have in the 
cunning of its own affairs, but hoped 
we would soon be formed into a pro- 
vince. He was glad to see Mr. Reilly 
there. He must say that his sympathies 
were altogether in favor of raising Al- 
berta to a province, and trusted the 
movement would receive the support of 
all the gentlemen there. We must ask 
for ourselves and not wait for Ottawa. 
Although we have a fair legislative as- 
sembly, now it could not be cempared 
to what we would have as a province. 
(Applause. ) 

T. W. Lines sang “The death of 
Nelson,” in his usual goed style. 

D. Maloney thought there was not 
anything left for him tosay. As far 
as building roads was.concerned they 
had done their best with the funds at 
hand. He thought we should take ex- 
ample by Ontario, when we became a 
province. We might in future become 
ae great a province as Ontario. Those 
present may noi live to see it just as 
Ontario is now, but we ean give it a 
fair start if we all put our shoulders to 
the wheel. He did not see why the 
Canadian government should not grant 
us antonomy. We should at least be 
given credit for knowing what we want 
and how we want it. (Appiause). 

James Rielly thanked them heartily 
for their kindness, He knew somthing 
of the influence that the board of trade 
had onthe country, and the benefits 
they conterred. Some of the grandest 
projects in Canada had been formulated 
and developed by the board of trade, 
notably the making of the channel of 


Lake St. Peter, which was brought 
about by the initial efforts cf the Hon. 
John Young in the Montreal board of 
trade. He was glad of the opportunity 
of saying somethirg on his mission. 
They thought in Calgary that 
this season of the year was a good time 
to send someone out.amongst the people 
to throw a little light on the question 
of provincial autonomy, as this time of 
the year appeared the best for enabling 
the pople to get together. We have 
put in our period of political probation. 
The men who have been broad minded, 
patriotic and brave enough to stay here 
and build up the country, deserve the 
right to govern themselves. It would 
be very unbecoming in him to under- 
take to give you a lesson to the gentle 
men he saw here. Under the Terri- 
torial disability we were cbliged from 
year to year to send to Ottawa only one 
of our people to ask for the monies 
that were necessary. He regretted that 
when our man got to Ottawa he found that 
the question to be answered was not how 
much money he wanted for Alberta, but 
how .jittle he could get along with The 
stiall sum of $260,000 was given to the Ter- 
ritories for building roads &ce. The 215 
members cf the Dominion house were a 
swarm of claimants of which we had one 
man. He said that if the Dominion govern- 
ment had not the willingness or ability to 
help us, then in God’s name they could not 
prevent us from helping ourselves. Take 
for instance Manitoba, which 25 years ago 
was brought into confederation. ‘They had 
scarcely 12,000 population then, yet they 
were permitted to have self government. 
At that time‘with their meagre poprlation 
they had large subsides which have enabled 
them to go along ever since. If the history 
was looked up it would be fornd tha% in 
1870, Sir Johan A. Macdonald was met by 
an opposition motion that instead of grant- 
ing autonomy to Manitoba, a more extended 
form of government be granted to the whole 
Northwest with a large grant. Sir John 
said that the confederation act was the 
basis on which they must act, and the 
Manitoba act was passed by 170 votes. 
Manitoba with less than 12,000 people got 
credit for 17,000. British Celumbia also 
had credit for 50 per cent. more population 
than she possessed. We have to-day 40,000 
people in Alberta. If the government were 
as free to us as they were to Manitoba and 
British Columbia we would be entitled to 
have our own government. Autonomy would 
not entail direct taxation. There is not a pro- 
vincial government in Canada that had cost 
the people one cent. In place of the grant we 
now receive, under a most moderate bill of 
rights we would be entitled to $225,000 as a 
province. Heasked them whether it was 
not important that we should make a move. 
Another objection made was that the time 
was not yet ripe. What did that mean? 
He would rather commence the battle of 
politically independent life now when we 
could hoid the department of immigration 
in our own hands than go on as now. A 
proper scheme of immigration would fill our 
country. Calgary is in line. When the 
money for his mission was asked it was 
granted freely by the counci!. He hoped to 
meet here a spirit of kindness and assistance, 
without such his mission wouldbe fruitless. 
He hoped the views of the people here in 
the north would agree with those of the 
people in the south. They could not pro- 
ceed unless they were united. All must 
put their shoulder to the -wheel. It was 
the voice of the people which would have 
effect. It was the intention of the autono- 
my committee to invite the people of each 
districtg to elect as delegates clear headed 
and well informed men to attend a conven- 
tion where a bill of rights would be framed. 
He hoped when the timz2-came to elect such 
men that the north would do its part in 
order that a bill of rights might be framed 
which would be honest and just. They 
hoped to get it to Ottawa before the present 
session ended. They wanied to have the 
bill endorsed by petitions and request of 
the people of Alberta and sent to Ottawa. 
The petition was so framed as to meet the 
ideas of all. It asked for the district of 
Alberta and any other portions of the Ter- 
ritories deemed advisable to be included in 
a province, 

With the toast of ‘* Agricuitural inter- 
ests,’ were coupled the naines of J. R. 
Turnbull, D. Maloney, R. McKernan and 
Mr. Porte. 


Mr. Turnbull said: In replying for the 
Edmonton district agricultural society, [ 
inay state that it is my belief thatthe Ed- 
monton district willin the near future be 
one of the greatest agricultural districts in 
Alberta; already 1t is known throughout the 
length and breadth of the land. Last sea- 
son I had an opportunity of visiting many 
farms in the district. Some of the crops 


| were the finest: I ever saw and yet last sea- 


aon was not the most favorable we have 
seer. Not that iadvocate grain growing 
exclusively. I believe mixed farming will 
pay and does pay, where properly carried 
out and this fact our farmers are fast re- 
alizing. Our agricultural societies have not 
had the best support the farmers could give, 
principally owing to the fact that we were 
not ip a position to offer more substantial 
awards, but could we amalgamate with 
neighboring societies aml hold one greai 
fair in Northern Alberta, say from Red 
Dee? north, I venture to say that the ex- 
hibits would compere favorably with any in 
the world. One thing I should like to see 
and that is our farmers meeting and club- 
hing together for the furtherence of their 
own interests. Our farmers are a power in 
the land,in fact the backbone of the country. 
We have our mineral wealth, our large fur 
trade and immense timber limits, but our 
farmers are the real producers andthe main- 
stay. Our society has had a good many ups 
and downs since it came into existance, but 
1 believe it has been the means of promoting 
agricultural interests and improving the 
breed of stock, and if we could get the other 
societies to co-operate with us, I believe we 
could have a Territorial fair of ezr own, 
which would beat Regina financially and 
otherwise, 


Mr. Porte on behalf of the Fort Sas- ! 
katchewan agricultura) society, said that 
last fall that society paid out nearly $500 
in prizes. A few days ago they took steps 
tu secure the erection of a roller process 
fiour mill. When this mill was running he 
thought it would not be necessary to import 
any more fiour to the Edmonton district. 
The Edmonton district should have an im- 
migration agent from the district working 


in its interest in the east. The present im- 
migration agents advocated the Territories 
asa whole and were not acquainted with 
this part of the country, as one who had 
been*a resident would be. He instanced 
a case in which an alieged immigration 
agent in the old country had sold an im- 
migrant a ticket to Edmonton at £5 more 
than he should have paid. The C. P. R. 
should give the people of the Eastern pro- 
vinces the same chance in immigrant rates as 
they do the people of the United States and 
Europe. The limitations as to the timber 
required by settlers for their own use should 
be removed. This would assist settlers in 
the erection of good buildings thereby im- 
proving the appearance of ihe country. The 
settlers had petitioned repeatedly, but the 
only answer they had received was the 
promise of consideration. He asked the 
board of trade to assist in securing these 
concessions.

FORT SASKATCHEWAN, 
ALBERTA. 


It looks as if the roller process flour 
mill was almost a certainty, and it will 
not be for want of generous support 
given by the settlers if it does not go 
ahead. Ac the meeting on Tuesday 
afternoon, some 2,600 busaels of 
wheat and $300 cash were subscribed 
as a bonus, in addition to which a free 
site will be given. Then there are a 
large number of settlers who are still to 
be canvassed. So that taken altogether | 
it will make a very handsome bonus. 
It is understood that Messrs. Cunliff 
and Bell are well satistied and will at 
once start hauling the material for the 
buildizg. Any stranger who happened 
to be bere could not help being sur- 
prised at the number of settlers seen on 
the streets the day of the meeting A 
genileman from Edmonton remarked 
that the mill must be badly wanted 
when such a large body of farmers took 
such an interest in it, and he was right, 
and what is more their enterprise was 
shown by their handsome contributions. 

A letter has been received from Cal- 
gary stating that Mr. James Reilly 
would come north on to-day’s .train in 
response to an invitation from: here ask- 
ing him to deliver a series of speeches 
on provincial autonomy. It is felt that 
the country will not, nor cannot, go 
ahead as it should, until Alberta is 
made a province and has the power 
to manage its own affairs, like any other 
province in the Dominion. The pre- 
sent ‘Territorial government have no 
power to do anything of great benetit 
to any portion of the Territories, not 
because its members have not the brains 
and ability and knowledge of what is 
wanted, but neither the cash or the 
power is in its possession. All its 
power is delegated from Ottawa. Ottawa 
is too far away. The government there 
have too many eastern provinces to con- 

sider and look after, and hence the 
Territories are neglected and always ; 
will be until divided up into provinces. 
Alberta as the future mest important 
one, must take the lead in the move- 
ment, and “his it is and has been doing 
for sometime owing to the energy of 
the citizens of Calgary. Every settler 
in the north is cordially invited to 
attend the mveting held by Mr. Reilly 
and hear his able exposition of the sub- 
ject. A large number of settlers are 
under the impression that, when Al- 
berta is made a province, it will mean 
direct taxation. This is a serious mis- 
take, as it will not here any more than 
in any province in the Dominion. 

The restrictions placed on the timber 
permits as to size of butt and quantity 
allowed each settler for his own use, 
was the means of bringing outsome very 
warm speeches, aiter the mill business 
was over last Tuesday, and a largely 
signed and strongly worded petition 
goes down tothe minister of the in- 
terior on to-day’s mail. It is a pity 
that the government does not settle the 
question by striking out the obnoxious 
restrictions. 

We regret to learn that the Rev. Mr. 
Hinchliffe’s only child died at the re- 
sidence of Rev. Mr. D’Easum Monday 
last. Mrs. Hinchliffe resides at Pincher 
Creek and came to Fort Saskatchewan a 
short time ago on a visit to her sister, 
Mrs. D’Easum. Rev. Mr. Hinchliffe, 
was expected to arrive on to-day’s train 
to attend the funeral which is to 
take place on Friday.

The sum which the Dominion government 
will ask for purposes ot national defence will 
be $3,000,000. The new rifie with which 
the militia will be provided is the iuee-En- 
field, combining the Enfield barrel and the 
Lee magazine. Experts state that the L-e- 
Enfield has a minimum service effectiveness 
of 1,000 rounds, as against 3,000 for the 
Lee-Metford, the adoption of which was 
preposed. The total number of rifles to be 
purchased is 40.000. For garrison defence 
the imperial authorities will supply thirty- 


one rifled guns, charging Canada the bare 


cost of manufacture. These guns will be 
alletted as follows: St. John’s 2nd Three 
Rivers, Que., two each; Toronto eight; 
Montreal, eight; Hamilton, five. These 
guns will be of heavy calibre ard will 
be worked by — garrison batteries 
of militia. Instructors from the Britisi: 
Royal Artiliery will be sent out to drill the 
men, who will be recruited from the various 
city field batteries. The field artillery will 
be supplied with new breechloading guns of 
the same type as those used by the British 
artillery. 

A Montreal despatch of Feb.18 says: 
La Presse of Montreal claims to be in 
position to set all rumors at rest as to 
Mr. Laurier’s attitude on the remedial 
bili. ‘Mr. Laurier,” it says, “ will vote 
and speak against the remedial bill as 
brought down by the government. He 
will allege the bill does not offer the 
best means of settling the school quest- 
ion and that the law does not provide 
for the granting either of money or 
lands in aid of separate schcols. 
The leader of the opposition will! pre- 
tend it dves not do justice to the Catho- 
lic minority. He will also take the 
ground it will be dangerous tc vwoerce 
Manitoba.
